Warning which eannot be Jaid too earnestly to heart—the 
Wining that, once introduced into the country, Partition could 
hot be easily withdrawn. The rash experiment, with all its 
inicnsification of the present troubles, would remain, to harass 
all concerned and to confound the dearest hopes not only of 
Jews bubof the many non-Jews who have bebeld in the National 
Home the launching of a wise policy and the reparation of @ 
Ereal wrong, 

Before, therefore, the Commission lends its cachet to the 
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Partition scheme, we would venture to put before it and before 
the Government several urgent considerations. We say, with 
our correspondent, that this attempt to cut the Gordian knot 
of the present situation is, in character, artificial, and, as such, 
unrelated to the facts. But we go a step further, or rather 
a step backward, and suggest with all the emphasis at our

A protest against the expulsions has been lodged with th 
Ministry of Justice and the Supreme Court of Appeal.

Hore-Belisha’ has become Secretary of State for War. No-one expects 
that his new position willin any way affect the decision of the Govern- 
ment in regard to Palestine. Indeed, the high positions occupied by Jews 
in affairs of State, whether in Great Britain or elsewhere, are of little 
avail tothe Jewish nation, de<pite anti-Semitic allegations. A striking 
example is furnished by the French Premicr, M. Blam, who had taken a 
keen interest in the work of the Jewish Avency and was even present ia 
Zurich when it was extended in 1929, M. Blum has made tremendous 
efforts during the past year for France, and his prestige and. inflrence are 
very high. And yet he was unable to éxercise any intluence on behalf of 
the Jewish people anywhere during the past year, which was one of the 
most tragic periods in Jewish history. 

Disiilusioned on the question of the importance of Jews occupying high 
places in State affairs, the writer nevertheless rezards it as a moral

MID the many types of Jew which go to make the nation 
that is growing up in Palestine, the Yemenites are, from 
the Western point of view at least, one of the most 
backward. The strength of the chain is in its weakest 
link, as the old saw has it, and efforts are being made to 
strengthen this weak link by the totroduction of educational 
methods suited to the circumstances of the Yemenite children. 
Dr. Maya Rosenberg, a pioneer in this work, addressed a meeting 
in London last week, on the Trade and Nursery Schools, and 
the information below 1s an extract of her address. . 


The Day Créche and Trade School for Yemenite children at 
Kicehovoth eater for the children of parents who are entirely with 
out means. tn \emeu they lived under extremely adverse political 
and economic conditions, and were far removed from any form of 
culture-—-either Jewish or non-Jewish. They are, however, rich in 
one respect—in the number of their children. 


Too Early Absorption Into Industry 


These children begin their working life at the age of seven or 
eight vears when, in order to earn thirty or tifty piastres a month, 
they are drawn into industry and begin their work at six oclock in 
the morning. ‘Troops of tiny children join the throng of workers 
ou their way totheir employment, many of them weary and obviously 
unwilling to go. Often children who are removed from the neigh- 
bourhood of their own homes never find their way back again, and 
thus swell the ranks of waifs and strays that are found in Palestine. 

fundamentally these children are good children. Their circum. 
stances force thein on to the streets. There is no justification for 
allowing this state of affairs to continue, 
which will provide the children with the minimum of food they are 
supposed to earn for themselves, and giving them an education 
that meets their requirements, the problem of their future is 
dealt with at its inception. There have already been endeavours to

They come at 6 o'clock (early rising 
is the rule in Palestine) and have to wash themselves and get thei 
meals. This in itself is a tremendous revolution for childres 
totally unaccustomed either to a disciplined way of life or to sanitar) 
installations. They remain until five in the afternoon. | 

Gardening is a principal interest in the Nursery Schools, and 
the children themselves make all their equipment. The Rehovot! 
Trade School has grown out of a club which was originally started 
at the Nursery Schools, where working children could have their 
meals and do their school tasks, But it was founded in order to 
prevent the absorption of children at too early an age inte the labou 
market. Great opposition has been experienced from the parents, who 
have been persuaded only with difficulty of the advantages to their 
children of a training. With the opening of the Trade Schoo!, # 
new era has dawned for the little children from the Yemen. Bu’ 
there has also arisen the need for financial support. 

The children at both the Trade School and the Day Nursery 
have three meals a day there. The curriculum includes, besides the 
regular school subjects, special classes for embroidery and for 
weaving. Basket-making and wicker-worke ar taught; there is @& 
poultry yard; and there is the kitchen where the children learn to 
cook for the school. It is the schools’ aim to make the children 
self-reliant, and to give them an incentive touse their natural gifts.

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University News 
Farewell Service at Cambridge Synagogue 


The Hebrew Congregation held its final Service at the present Syna- 
@ogue, at 41, Sidney Street, last Sabbath. The Synagogue was crowded, 
and among the Congregation were the Regus Professor of Hebrew, 
Professor S. A. Cook, the Chaplain of Queen's College, the Rev. Mr. 
Hart, and other eminent members of the University. Special additions 
to the Service were read by Mr. H. Dagut, Housemaster of the Perse 
School, and Mr. S. Greenburgh. The sermon was preached by Mr. Herbert 
M. J. Loewe, Hon. Fellow of Queen's College and Reader in Rabbinics.

COMMUNITY'S INDIFFERENCE 


The filtv-eighth annual report of the Great Garden Street Talinud 
Torah, which was presented at the annual meeting last week (as reported 
m the last issue of Tue Ji WISH CHRONICLE), stresses the anxiety of che 
fristitution over the lack of financial support by the Commumtyv. The 
following is.an abstract of the report: | 


The teaching stafl, under the able direction of the Headmaster, give of 
their best, and the result is the. satisfactory report ot such an ‘eminent 
educational authority as the Rev. Ephraim Levine. The Committee desire 
to record their appreciation of the snecessful efforts. of Mr. Mushin and his 
assistants, 

The economic position of the Institution is not exhilarating. A glance at 
the balance-sheet would suevest that the Community is quite indifferent tn 
the existence or need of the Classes. Finacial support has been very 
disappointing, and anxiety during the year has been greater than in previous 
years. The question arises as to how to weather the storm of another 
year or find ways and means of at least paying our way without leacieneetins 
turnther liabilities. Our bankers have called our attention on several occasit . 
to the inereasing deficit. 

There is only one redeeming feature of the year’s work, and that is the 
magnificent support received from the Stamford Hill Aid Society This 
happy band of young ladies and gentlemen brought over £240 into the 
depleted coffers of the Institution. The poor pupils again received rifts of 
boots and clothing from the Ladies’ Society. ota 

The membership of the Synagogue attached to the Talmud Torah is 
steadily increasing. From fifty the membership has risen to 130 in two years,

our people. I wish I could believe that think- 
ing was equally still a Jewish characteristic. I 
wish I could believe that all that Graetz wrote 
as to the secret of Jewish survival some forty 
odd years ago was equally true to-day. Let 
me quote Graetz’s eloquent words. 


PRESENT AND FuTURE 


“What brought it about,” he asked, “that 
this eternally war ring people, ths truly 
‘Wandering Jew, di. not sink to the level of 
bestial tramps, of vagabond gipsy hordes? 
The answer is self-evident. The Jewish peop'e, 
in its eighteen centuries of wandering in the 
wilderness, carried with it the Ark of the 
Covenant, which set an ideal striving in tts 
3 heart and even illumined the badge of shame 
$F on its robe with an apostolic glamour.: The 
— despised, outlawed Jew, harried over the whole 
earth felt a lofty; noble pride in the thought 
of being the bearer and martyr of a teaching 
which reflects immortality, by which the 
peoples are gradually moulded to a knowledge 
of God and morality and from which the 
salvation and redemption of the world is to 
proceed. The high consciousness of Ins lofty 
apostolic office keeps the sufferer upright, 
indeed, stamps those sufferings themselves with 
the imprint of his exalted mission. A people 
whose present means nothing, but whose future, 
on the other hand, means everything, which 
lives on hope, is for that very reason as eternal 
as hope. The Law and hope in a Messiah were 
two protecting and comforting angels by the 
side of the downtrodden, and guarded them 
against despair, dissolution, and extinction. 
The Law for the present, the messianic hope 
for the future, both fostered by the products 
of thought and literature, poured balm into the 
wounded heart of the unhappiest of peoples.” 


Tue THOUGHTLESS 


It is true that the chief elements making for 
Jewish survival are thought and feeling. But 
if we stop thinking our chances of contanued 
existence as a separate people are small. Can 
we not see here in England too many Jews 
abandoning the intellectual and spiritual 
pursuits of their ancestors and devoting them- 
selves to the cults of amusement and excite- 
ment, leading empty and soulless lives, know- 
, ing nothing of their own spiritual heritage, 
Jews in name only, giving rio cause for pride 
to their people? We have been called “The 
People of the Book.” Alas! Too many Jews 
to-day never look inside a book. 


A Cant To YounG ISRAEL 


I appeal to Young Israel to wipe away the 
reproach that we, once a people of thinkers, 
think no more. Our only hope is to return 
P to the world of thought. I am not a killjoy. 
ba I like to see young people enjoying themselves. 
‘: What I am urging is that enjoyment should be 
ny sought in the school-house, the library, and 
the lecture-hall, as well as in the ballroom and 
the cinema. Intellectual enjoyments will last 
when other amusements have lost their 
attraction. The Torah is more important than 
the tango; the Talmud means more to Jewry 
than a “talkie.”” Let us remember the saying 
of the Book of Proverbs put into the mouth 
of Wisdom: “Whoso findeth me findeth life: 
but he that sinneth against me wrongeth his
